More young Americans 
are shunning marriage. 
Census Bureau reports 
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WASHINGTON ( \P ) - The in­ 
stitution of marriage apparently is 
faring poorly with young Americans. 
More are remaining single and those 
who do marry are divorcing or sep­ 
arating at higher rates, the Census 
Bureau says. 


A census report released Tuesday 
on marital status and living arrange­ 
ments in the United States in the 
first half of the 1970s also showed a 
continuation of trends toward a 
greater number of families headed 
by women and more children living 
with single parents. 


Based on its nationwide annual 


survey, conducted last March, the 
bureau said the number of persons 
between 25 and 34 years of age who 
never married has increased by 
about 50 per cent since 1970, from 2.9 
million to 4.2 million persons. 


And the number of persons in that 
age group heading their own 
household almost doubled, from 
915,000 to 1.8 million, the report said. 


As a result, the number of persons 
in the young adult age group living 
away from their parents’ home rose 
from 592,000 in 1970 to 1.2 million in 
1975. the study said. It reported that 
die percentage of young adults liv­ 


ing alone increased from 21.2 per 
cent of all 25-to 34-year-olds to 28 5 
per cent during the five year period. 
Census demographer Arthur 
Norton said the trend of young peo­ 
ple living away from their parental 
home may level off soon, however. 
He cited bureau surveys of social in­ 
dicators which show “there still 
seems to be a high regard for family 
life,” although he said statistics have 
yet to reflect a leveling trend. 
On dissolution of marriages, the 
report noted that in 1975 10 per cent 
of all persons 25 to 54 years old who 
had ever married were reported as 
either divorced and not remarried or 


separated. The 1970 figure was 7 per 
cent. 
One consequence of higher di­ 
vorce and separation rates has been 
an increase in the number of families 
headed by women and the number of 
children living with only one parent. 
The study revealed that in 1975, 80 
per cent of all children under 18 lived 
with both parents, compared with 85 
per cent five years earlier. 
In the same period, the number of 
families headed by women jumped 
by 16 million to 7.2 million. That 
means the percentage of families 
headed by women increased from 11 
per cent in 1970 to 13 per cent in 1975.

Mrs. Bowiand said alter the 
incident. 
She said the bank's manager, 
Herman Agness, 64, then ran out of 
the bank, told them the bank was be­ 
ing robbed and asked them to go for 
help. 
“1 turned their car off and started 
letting air out of their tires, 
she 
said. “I was there when they came 
out of the bank and 1 bee lined it for 
the restaurant — I didn t know if 
they bad a gun.” 
Mrs. Bowiand said she jumped 
back in the car with her sister and 
they took off after the suspects who 
fled on toot after they found their car 
disabled. 
Agness said he watched the women 
round a building from one direction 
and Ehrhardt Ballschmidt. 32, owner 
of the community’s lone super­ 
market, come from the other. 
•Ehrhardt fired one shot, then the 
robber threw up his hands and said i 
give up,’” Mrs. Bowiand said. “We 
told him to lay on the ground and 
spread em Becky took off her belt

A robber waited on customers for 
an hour at a Covina service station 
Tuesday while keeping an attendant 
a captive inside a restroom, sheriff s 
deputies said.

26. of lrwindale, surrender­ 
ed his shotgun when officers Gordon 
Coulter and Arthur Fanning slipped 
up on him He later was booked on 
suspicion of robbery.

20. was working 
alone at the Economy Self-Service 
station at 15602 San Bernardino Road 
when Guillen arrived, filled his car 
tank and then entered the station of­ 
fice. He threatened her with a 20- 
gauge shotgun and then began looting 
the place of cash and $150 of cigaret­ 
tes.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - An expen­ 
sive home, a private plane and seven 
foreign cars were bought by a 
former Internal Revenue Service 
employe who used his knowledge of 
IRS to get more than 9500,000 in il­ 
legal tax refunds, authorities say. 
David Glen Robinson, 31, of 
Pasadena, pleaded guilty Tuesday to 
submitting false tax claims totaling 
$566.340.31 for the years 1972-74. 
Assistant U.S. Atty A. Howard 
Matz said it was the largest 
fraudulent refund scheme ever by a 
single taxpayer. 
The government said that in the 
last half of 1975. Robinson bought an 
$84.500 home in Pasadena, a $30,000 
Piper Warrior airplane, and three 
Jaguars, two Lamborghinis, a Fer­ 
rari and a Mercedes Benz. 
Matz said tour other counts will be 
dropped at sentencing as part of an 
agreement with Robinson. 
He has agreed to a five-year prison 
term for two of the counts and an ad­ 
ditional 5-year suspended sentence 
on the third count. Matz said, in addi­ 
tion to aiding the IRS in recovering 
as much of the money as possible 
“He s obligated to assist the IRS in 
getting back the proceeds of the 
money that he received.“ Matz said. 
Thus far. he added, the IRS has 
recovered about $300,000 in goods 
and property. 


Robinson worked for the IRS in 
1969 and 1970. 
Matz would not reveal details of 
how Robinson bilked the gov­ 
ernment but indicated procedures 
were under way to make sure the 
same type of thing did not happen 
again. He said the IRS’ Intelligence 
division in Fresno uncovered the 
fraud through “regular investiga­ 
tive activities.” 
According to an IRS affidavit filed 
with the court. Robinson went to 
Australia after he resigned from the 
IRS. He was extradited to the United 
States following an indictment for 
embezzlement of funds he collected 
as an IRS employe. In 1973, he plead 
guilty to embezzlement and was 
sentenced to one year in jail and five 
years probation and was ordered to 
return $4,800.

2 oil firms 
fined over

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Two oil 
companies have been fined $60,000 
each for illegally fixing the price of 
gasoline in five Western states 


The fines imposed Tuesday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Malcolm M. 
Lucas were the largest possible un­ 
der federal law in force at the time 
of the offense in 1970. 


Congress has since passed a law in­ 
creasing the maximum possible 
fines to $1 million each for offenses 
committed in 1975 and thereafter. 


Phillips Petroleum Co. and 
Douglas Oil. Co. of California both 
entered no contest pleas to the 
charges. 
The government charged the firms 
with violations of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act by fixing prices on 
wholesale rebrand gasoline sold in 
California. Arizona. Nevada, Oregon 
and Washington, starting in July 
1970 Rebrand gasoline is that gas 
sold to service stations for sale under 
a trademark or brand name not 
owned or controlled by the refiner. 


The indictment said the six firms 
allegedly sold about 800 million 
gallons of gasoline in the five states 
in 1970 at a wholesale value of more 
than 990 million.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The vice 
chairman of American Motors says 
the automaker has “as much interest 
in the environment and consumerism 
as anybody” and did not deliber­ 
ately falsify California reports about 
the emissions of AMC engines. 
R.W. McNealy reacted angrily 
Tuesday to the $4.2 million fine im­ 
posed on his company by the Califor- 
nia Air Resources Board for 
alUegedly filing clean" test reports 
on cars that did not pass state emis­ 
sion standards. 
McNealy said AMC would have 
been “abaoiuteiy stupid” to falsify 
the test reports. 
“The idea that we re a bunch of 
gnomes sitting back there in Detroit 
doctoring figures .... I just think it's 
a cheap shot,” McNealy said. "Our 
company does not indulge in gross 
negligence or chicanery. And when 
we goof, we try to be honest and cor­ 
rect the situation.” 
“1 guess there were certain cars 
that according to our tests in 
Kenoeha. (AMC’s Wisconsin test 
plant site) met the California stan­ 
dards.” McNealy said. “When they 
got out here they flunked the test. We 
still haven’t found out what caused 
this discrepancy. ” 
He added, “It may be that the cars 
really don’t pass. We re saying they 
do and they're saying they don’t. If 
we re wrong, we ll fix it. We have as 
much interest in the environment 
and consumerism as anybody ” 
AHB Chairman Tom Quinn was 
sharply critical of AMC “ We have 
never seen so many dirty cars," he 
said. 


Susan Murphy, a 33-year-old 
former nurse, walked out of the 
county jail Tuesday afternoon 
following a court hearing in which 
another From me roommate, Sandra 
Good, had her bail reduced. 
The two women are accused of 
conspiring to mail 171 letters that 
threatened businessmen and govern­ 
ment leaders with death unless they 
stopped polluting the environment. 
Miss Fromme. convicted of trying 
to kill President Ford, was named as 
an unindicted coconspirator in the 
alleged letter plot. 
Bail for Miss Good and Miss 
Murphy was set at $50.000 each after 
they were indicted last month by a 
federal grand jury. But U.S. District 
Court Judge Philip Wilkins said 
Tuesday he thought $50.000 was too 
high. 
He ordered Miss Murphy released 
until her trial and cut Miss Good's 
bail to $20,000 


PUC mulls 
revising gas 
bill add-on 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — fin 
state Public Utilities Commission 
has agreed to consider revising plans 
for advance payments to oil com­ 
panies which could cost California 
consumers $1 billion in higher 
natural gas rates. 
The PUC s action Tuesday came 
during a closed session meeting in 
response to a shift of federal policy 
regarding the advance payments. 
The Federal Power Commission 
on Dec. 31 substantially modified its 
advance payments program. In ef. 
feet, it terminated the plan under 
which pipeline firms had advanced 
money to oil companies to help in 
funding development of Alaskan 
natural gas supplies. 
The PUC. in announcing the deci­ 
sion. cited the FPC change as the 
reason for its reconsideration of two 
advance payments decisions, then 
consolidated the cases for a hearing 
without scheduling a date. 
The vote was 4-0. with Com­ 
missioner William Symons Jr. ab­ 
staining. 
The advance payment plans in­ 
volve contracts between Southern 
California Gas Co. and Aroo and 
between Pacific Gas it Electric Co 
and Exxon, concerning the financing 
and availability of Alaskan natural 
gas supplies. 
In return for advancing $640 
million to Arco as interest on funds 
borrowed to develop gas reserves. 
Southern California Gas got the right 
to negotiate for 00 per cent of those 
reserves Gas rate increases had 
been approved to cover the amount 
and about $1 million already had 
been paid to Arco. 
PG&E would have to raise rates by 
$275 million to pay for Exxons s cost 
for development and gain the right in 
return to negotiate for 30 per cent of 
the oil firm s gas interests But in 
this case, the PUC declined to ap­ 
prove a temporary surcharge and 
PG&E had advanced nearly $5 
million of its own funds to Exxon 
Don Anderson, a spokesman for 
Arco. said: “I can't say whether we 
will reopen the contract with 
Southern California Gas . we would 
not initiate such action. ” 
Spokesmen for Southern Cali­ 
fornia Gas and PGJiE said their 
firms would comply with any PUC 
decision in the matter 
When the PUC approved both ad­ 
vance payment agreements, it said it 
did so reluctantly to protect Califor­ 
nia s potential gas sources. The oil 
firms had indicated they would turn 
elsewhere if the two utilities dKfn t 
agree to the advance payment plan. 
California and other states waged 
a successful campaign to get the 
FPC to change its policy. 


Tunney claims Yanks 
flying arms to Angola

ROME (A P) - The Italian 
socialist party withdrew its support 
from Premier Aldo Moro's govern­ 
ment today, dooming the 13-month- 
old minority coalition of Christian 
Democrats and Republicans. 
The Socialist party, Italy’s third 
largest, acted after a report from 
party leader Francesco de Martino 
urged the Socialists to desert the 
government and demand a new 
•‘emergency” administration 
De Martino had charged that the 
government — Italy’s 32nd since the 
end of World War 11 - had been 
operating “with open disdain for the 
position of other parties, particularly 
of the Socialists." 
The secretary of the Italian 
Republican party meanwhile denied 
that the party or its officials had 
ever received tunds trom the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Oddo Blasini, a parliamentary 
deputy, said he had sent a letter to 
the New York Times asking it to 
publish a denial that the Republicans 
received CIA money. 
The Times and the Washington 
Post reported that the CIA had 
recently stepped up covert activities 
in Italv including funding of non- 
Communist political parties because 
of growing Communist strength at 


the polls. The papers said President 
Ford on Dec. 8 authorized distribu­ 
tion of about $6 million. 
The Republicans are a small party 
which received about 3 per cent of 
the vote in the 1971 parliamentary 
elections 
The United States helped support 
anti-Communist political groups in 
Italy for 19 years, from 1948 until dis­ 
closure of the undercover contribu­ 
tions in 1967. 
After the Socialist decision, the 
cabinet set a meeting for late this 
afternoon to discuss the situation 
A Socialist party statement ac­ 
cused the Moro government ot ignor­ 
ing Socialist ideas to solve Italy's 
“serious economic crisis." It cited 
spreading unemployment in par­ 
ticular. 
The statement added, however, 
that the seriousness of the situation 


does not call for Im m ediate 
parliam entary elections, which 
would be a year ahead of schedule. 
Instead, it appealed for a govern­ 
ment “with a solid parliamentary 
base, ' presumably including the 
Socialists The statement also said 
the new government should not have 
any “ prejudicial notions about the 
support of the Italian communist 
party." 
The reference to the C ommunist 
partv was interpreted as an appeal 
bv the Socialists to the Christian 
Democrats not to automatically 
reject Communist cooperation on 
certain issues 
The Communists participated in a 
six-party coalition cabinet briefly 
after Italy’s surrender to the Allies 
in World War 11, but were excluded 
afterwards as the country moved 
into the NATO orbit.

Malpractice insurance for 
hospitals up 550% in 2 years 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - More 
silent than the malpractice pre­ 
mium hike lor doctors—but still 
costly to the patient—has been the 
steep climbs in the rates hospitals 
must pay for Liability coverage 
While doctors complain publicly 
and withhold services over the rising 
premiums, hospitals have few alter­ 
natives. 
“ About all we can do is pass the 
costs on to p a tie n ts,’’ said a 
spokesman for Hollywood Pres­ 
byterian Medical Center, where 
malpractice premiums went from 
$150.000 to $600.000 in the past two 
years. 
The hospital now pays more lor 
liabiatity coverage than it does to 
teed its patients, staff and visitors 
“ We have increased our room 
charge $5 a day during that period," 
said Rex Soutar, vice president for 
finance Charges tor using surgery 
facilities have also risen, he said 
Since hospitals are frequently sued 
for incidents of malpractice along 
with doctors, they must cover their 
nursing staffs, technicians and other 
personnel against liability suits 
Some h o sp itals, p a rtic u la rly 


teaching institutions, employ doctors 
such as interm and residents who 
must also be insured 
One new course has been pursued 
by several Southern California 
hospitals who have joined a hospiial- 
owned company, headquartered in 
Bermuda, which Soutar said pro­ 
vides lower rates than the group 
policy offered by Farmers Insurance 
Co. which offers coverage to the 415 
members of the California Hospital 
Association. 
“ In the group policy, hospitals 
with good claims records end up pay- 
ing for the claim s of other 
hospitals,” he said. Soutar ¿aided 
that Hollywood Presbyterian was ap­ 
plying to join the new plan 
The current physicians slowdown 
and withholding of medical services 
was the result ol an announced 466 
per cent increase in malpractice pre­ 
miums for 1976 
The rates for hospital malpractice 
insurance have risen more frequent­ 
ly but in smaller jumps 30 per cent 
liere, 75 per cent there. 
But the cumulative increase said 
Doug Dutton of the CHA, has been 
550 per cent in the past two years. 


These increases alone do not ap­ 
pear to be threatening the existence 
of any hospitals, he said. 


“ But it is putting i» in an extreme 
bind as far as governmental services 
such as Medicare are concerned,” he 
said “There are hospitals not get­ 
ting reim bursed (under these 
programs) for their full coils The 
difference has to be made up 


At another large hospital. Santa 
Monica Hospital Medical Center, a 
spokeswoman said room co sts have 
risen 16 a day recently because of the 
premium costs. 
For comparison, she pointed out 
that in 1965 the liability coverage 
cost $16,4(J0 a year, by 1974 it had 
shot up to $275.000 and in 1975 the 
cost was $622.000 
A smaller hospital, the 19b-bed 
West Adams Community Hospital in 
south central Los Angeles, saw its 
premiums rise from $14.000 to nearly 
$24.000 over the paid year.

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Snow shortage hits Russian grain 


MOSCOW <AP) - A 
snow shortage threatens 
the Soviet Union with new 
crop troubles on top of its 
worst grain harvest in a 
decade last year. 
The agriculture new­ 
spaper Rural Life reported 
today that the protective 
snow mantle needed to 
shield seedlings from kill­ 
ing frost was lacking in 
many parts of the country. 
With cold weather moving 
in. the threat of winter kill 
to planted grain increased. 
The newspaper said 
snow cover had “complete­ 
ly disappeared in Byelorus­ 
sia. the Baltic republics 
and almost the whole 


Ukraine, ” as well as parts 
of the Russian Federation. 
In some of the snowless 
areas, temperatures drop­ 
ped the past few days to 
around four below zero 
Fahrenheit. 
“I think they have some 
problem s,’' said one 
Western expert who 
pointed out that in many 
areas the winter grains got 
off to a poor start because 
of dry weather. 
However, it was con­ 
sidered too early to predict 
a bad 1976 harvest. 
Winter kill is always a 
problem for Soviet 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
On the 
average. 15 to 17 per cent 


of the grain planted in the 
fall fails to survive. 
The Soviets have con­ 
ceded indirectly that they 
harvested only about 137 
million tons of grain last 
year, nearly 60 million tons 
under the target in the five- 
year plan and the worst 
harvest since the 121.1 
million m e t r i c tons 
harvested in 1966 
The harvest disaster 
rocked the economy and 
forced the government to 
set lower target growth 
rates for 1976. especially 
for consumer goods 
There also is a shortage 
of feed grains and some 
large-scale slaughtering of 


beef animals and poultry — 
at a time when the Soviet 
Union says it is trying to 
put more meat and meat 
products on its people's 
tables 
The Soviet Union was 
forced again last year to 
make big purchases of 
grain in the West, much of 
it from the United States 
and Canada. But accord­ 
ing to latest information, 
those purchases will ac­ 
count for only about 30 
million metric tons to help 
make up the big 1975 short­ 
fall.

Ban on nuclear plants sought 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
An Assembly committee is 
preparing legislation that 
would ban construction of 
nuclear power plants in 
California until solutions to 
waste disposal and recycl­ 
ing problems are found. 
Terry Goggin, a San Ber­ 
nardino Democrat and 
member of the Assembly 
Committee on Resources, 
Land Use and Energy, 
reported to the full com­ 
mittee Monday that he has 
drafting of such a bill un­ 
der way. 
Chairman Charles War­ 


ren. D-Los Angeles, who 
presided over 15 days of 
hearings on nuclear power 
from October to mid-De­ 
cember. said the full com­ 
mittee would meet to dis­ 
cuss the bill next week. 
Goggin, in an interview, 
said the bill will be in­ 
troduced within two weeks. 
It is entirely independent 
of the nuclear power plant 
initiative on the June 8 
ballot, he said. 
“We were more or less 
discussing a tentative draft 
of the bill,” Goggin said of 
the committee talk at the 


end of the meeting. Two 
reporters were present. 
“ After hearing the testi­ 
m ony,” Goggin com ­ 
mented, “this is something 
we felt we had to do 
irrespective of what the 
people decide. It will be in­ 
troduced as a committee 
bill.” 
The nuclear initiative, if 
passed, would require a 
two-thirds vote of the 
legislature to approve 
power plant safeguards 
before construction could 
begin. It also would re­ 
quire unlimited liability of 


utilities that run such 
plants in the event of an ac­ 
cident. 
Opponents argued that 
passage of the initiative 
would also phase out ex­ 
isting nuclear plants, 
bankrupting utilities. And 
they said the Initiative 
would be pre-empted by 
federal law.

E n e r g y 
Resources and Develop­ 
ment Commission would 
be responsible for deter­ 
mining that nuclear power 
wastes and recycling 
criteria are met.

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Terrorist groups have law agencies guessing in Bicentennial year

An FBI official in San 
Francisco says he saw an 
alarming sign on an aban­ 
doned building. “In 1976. 
let's blow out the candle.” 
“I don’t know what it 
means,” said Lawrence 
l^awler, assistant special 
agent in charge of the San 
Francisco FBI office, “but 
it scares the hell out of 
me." 
Lawler and other law en­ 
forcement officials in the 
state are worried that the 
nation's 200th birthday 
may be a signal to radicals 
to increase bombings and 
other terrorist acts. But, 
they say. there is little 
hard evidence of an 
organized terror plan — 
and little that can be done 
without improved in­ 
telligence to prevent poten­ 
tial violence. 
California had the 
largest number of terrorist 
acts of any state last year, 
more than 70, says Atty. 
Gen. Evelle Younger. 
There were only about 20 
such acts in 1974, said 
Younger, adding that he 
has no doubt that the 
nation's Bicentennial year 
will bring even more vio­ 
lence. 
“We have nothing in the 
way of hard evidence," 
Younger said in an inter­ 
view "But the signals we 
get from informants and 
materials 
we 
find 
occasionally -left behind 
when a group leaves all in- 
dicate that this Bi­ 
centennial year strikes an 
imaginative nerve in any 


Jails can't 
hold modem 
'Houdini' 


BALTIMORE (AP) - 
Wendell M. Beard, who has 
escaped three times since 
September, was shot and 
wounded while making yet 
another attempt by slipp­ 
ing out of leg irons and 
handcuffs inside a police 
van, Baltimore police 
report. 
A department spokes­ 
man said the 20-year-old 
Beard managed to get out 
of the leg irons and hand­ 
cuffs and jumped from the 
van which was returning 
him to prison after a hos­ 
pital visit. Police are not 
awe how he managed to 
get out of his manacles, the 
spokesman said. 


He said Beard, serving 
seven years for the murder 
of a teen-ager during a 
gang fight, was shot by a 
city jailer as he ran after 
vaulting from the van on 
Tuesday. 
A spokesman at Univer­ 
sity Hospital said Beard 
was in satisfactory condi­ 
tion following surgery for a 
gunshot wound to his side. 
Beard began his escape 
exploits in September 
when he broke out of the 
Maryland 
Correction 
Center in Jessup. 


He was first recaptured 
in early October by 
Baltimore police, but on 
his way to the station he 
convinced the arresting of­ 
ficers to allow him to show 
them where he had com­ 
mitted several burglaries 
While on the tour, he 
opened the patrol car door, 
slid underneath the ve­ 
hicle and vanished 


Beard was subsequently 
recaptured several days 
later after breaking Into a 
home in the fashionable 
Hoi ion Hill section of the 
city. But while undergoing 
interrogation at head­ 
quarters, he managed to 
slip his wrists out of hand 
cults and make a “leap to 
freedom” by jumping from 
a window 14 feet above 
ground. 
He was recaptured Oct. 
18 after being stopped for 
routine questioning in the 
western section of the city,

If we 
had the answer, we could 
stop some of these things. 
But we re groping.” 
The source said San 
Francisco police had no 
plan — “at the moment” — 
to accelerate intelligence 
gathering or otherwise 


prepare for the possible in­ 
crease. 
Doug Cunningham, head 
of the state Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning, 
noted that Younger's state 
Department of Justice has 
a $160.000 federal grant for 
1976 “to conduct urban 
terrorist training” at the 
federally funded Organized 
Crime 
Institute 
in 
Sacramento. 
In addition, Sacramento 
County Sheriff Duane 
Lowe has a pending 
request for $76,500 in 
federal funds to set up a 
special three-member 
urban terrorism investiga­ 
tion unit. 


“We suspect, from in­ 
telligence we've received, 
that the entire state of 
California is smoldering 
with urban guerrilla-type 
attitudes,“ said Lowe. 
He said he has warned 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
“to be careful," reminding 
him that he is “not in­ 
vulnerable. 
“I’m particularly con­ 
cerned, since this is the 
seat of government.” Lowe 
said. "Here's where all the 
state's constitutional of­ 
ficers reside — right here 
in this community.” 
Gray Davis, Brown’s 
chief aide, said: "We ap- 
* preciate Sheriff Lowe's 


concern, 
but 
he’s 
reminding us of the ob­ 
vious. Nobody is in­ 
vulnerable.” 
Davis said the best 
security is not to comment 
on security, and he didn’t. 
But he observed that a 
byproduct of the gover­ 
nor’s unpredictable daily 
schedule is good security. 
There are “ approx­ 
imately” seven urban 
terrorist groups in Califor­ 
nia, said a Younger aide 
who did not want to be 
quoted by name. The aide 
said no one will be sur­ 
prised if new groups sur­ 
face in 1976. 
“ I really don’t know 


what to expect. At the very 
least you can expect an in­ 
crease in bombings and 
some 
new 
groups 
emerging,” he said. 
The trend of increased 
urban terrorism has some 
business leaders worried, 
the aide said. “We re get­ 
ting calls from cor­ 
poration executives 
wanting to know how we 
are looking ahead to ‘76. 
They ask, ‘How do we beef 
up our security?’” 
He said continued at­ 
tacks against m ul­ 
tinational corporations are 
expected. There also is 
concern that groups may 


go beyond the pipebomb- 
ing of usually unoccupied 
buildings. 
“ They may augment 
their bombings with other

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Pomona adult ed program survives the year

There will be no cuts in the adult education program ex­ 
cept those resulting from attrition for the remainder of 
this year, Pomona school board decided in a unanimous 
vote Tuesday night. 
This action laid to rest fears shared by some 87 teachers 
and 110 instructional aides employed in the program at 
Pacific State Hospital, Pomona, a state facility for the 
mentally retarded. 
Cuts were threatened by the state's growth “ cap” 
which restricts Pomona school district to an adult school 
average daily attendance (ADA) of 3,854. Currently the 
district is well above that, with an adult education ADA of 
4.100 
Acting Schools Supt. Sidney G. Moses told the board and 
the large number of adult school employes present at the 
meeting that present plans are to develop programs for 
1970-77 within the projected “cap” of 3.833, unless new 
legislation is enacted or new state directions are issued 
This year the adult education program at Pacific State 
Hospital is bringing in some $1.7 million in state funds. Of 
that amount $400.000 is above cost and has been placed in 
the district’s general fund budget. 


Del Pfeifer, executive director of Associated Pomona 
Teachers (APT), said that APT’s Representative Council 
had given unanimous approval to the administration's 
recommendation that cuts this school year be made only 
through attrition. 
On a motion by board member Ken Pine, the board 
voted 4-1 to authorize the administration to develop a 
program for pre-kindergarten children, as allowed under 
new state law Gene Whitlock cast the no vote. He made 
no explanation as to why. 
Administrators were directed to return with a detailed 
plan including types of transportation which may be 
required, and costs. 
If approved, under the new law, this program would ac­ 
cept children who turn 5 after Dec. 2 of each school year, 
if it were the desire of the parent. 
As space permitted, a child could be enrolled any time 
to the end of the eighth school month. Enrollment would 
be on a first-come, first-served basis. A minimum of 15 
children would be required to open a claws. 
Moses explained that if the program is approved for 
Pomona, these children would not be placed in existing 
kindergarten rooms, but would be placed in separate 
rooms, with new. enrichment programs similar to Head 


Start and State Preschool offered for them

Cost of valley water 
seen doubling by 1983

The cost of water will more than 
double in the valley in 1983. a planner 
for the Metropolitan Water District 
estimates. 
Donald C. Brooks, director of plan­ 
ning for the MWD, said Tuesday that 
when the state's 20-year contract for 
power runs out in seven years the 
cost of pumping Central Valley 
water over the Tehachapi mountains 
will jump sevenfold. 
He discussed the future of the 
valley’s water supply at a public 
meeting at San Dimas City Hall 
called by the Pom ona V alley 
Municipal Water District. The dis­ 
cussion was the first of a series of 
open meetings designed to acquaint 
residents with upcom ing w ater 
problems and to receive feedback on 
how to handle them 
Brooks said the state now pays 


about five m ils for power per 
kilowatt hours, but others without a 
long term contract pay 22 mils for 
the same power. 
He said the contract will expire in 
1983 and at the time the power rates 
will be realigned. Expectations were 
that the rate would jump to about 
mils 
He said the cost of power is a huge 
factor in the price of water. A jump 
in those rates will bring the cost of 
water in the Pomona Valley from an 


average of $75 to about $150 per acre 
foot. 
“There is no way we can get 
around the jump in power costs,” he 
told his audience. “ It is a direct 
result of the 1973 energy crisis.” 
He said that the Metropolitan 
W ater D istrict has tentatively 
decided to shelve all of its expansion 
plans for the time being 
“ We are holding back on the con­ 
struction of new plants and new 
pipelines," he explained. We are try- 
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ing to hold back further increases .“ 
But he revealed a proposal to make 
a surcharge of $15 per acre foot of 
water to those who use supplies dur­ 
ing the five summer months The 
o nly 
e x c e p tio n s 
w o u ld 
be 
agricultural users, who. the MWD 
feels, would be driven out of business 
if they had to pay the surcharge. 
The surcharge proposal will have 
to be approved after a series of 
public hearings, the first of which is 
scheduled Jan 26 in Los Angeles. 
Brooks said that although the jump 
in power rates is the most dramatic 
of the increases, there are other fac­ 
tors in the rising costs They include 
increases in labor and chemical sup­ 
plies. 
He said that by 1983 most of the 
water used by the valley will come 
from Northern California rather 
than the Colorado River, the source 
ol the current imported water supp­ 
ly

to speak softly 


The great debate over Angola continues, with 
much heat but precious little light being shed on 
certain fundamental questions: 


Just who are the various factions contending for 
power in that country? What do they represent? 
Whom are we being asked to support, and whom op­ 
pose? And why? 
The American people know less about Angola and 
the Angolans than they did about Vietnam and the 
Vietnamese in 1964. The issue is stated solely in 
terms of United States-Soviet rivalry and U.S. 
response to yet another insidious Communist 
challenge to our role as defender of freedom around 
the world. 
To co-columnists Rowland Evans and Robert 
.Novak, the “stampede to isolationism” by anti­ 
administration Democrats and the “congressional 
rampage” against President Ford's “comparative­ 
ly modest" efforts to slow the rise of the Soviet- 
backed MLPA to total control of Angola reflects a 
superpower in decline and symbolizes U.S. inability 
to respond to Soviet challenges because of the 
ravages of Vietnam and 10 years of internal 
political upheaval. 
The Soviets, says the Wall Street Journal, are 
“testing our resolve.” 
Well, they tested our intelligence with the 1972 
wheat deal. They tested our gullibility in the first 
SALT disarmament agreements. Now they are ap­ 
parently testing the limits of our devotion to 
detente. 
Perhaps it is time the United States did a little 
testing of its own. Rather than opposing the Soviet 
Union by proxy again, rather than investing our 
national prestige in a part of the world whose 
politics are far more tangled than they were in 
Vietnam, perhaps it is time we went right to the 
heart of the matter — to the Kremlin itself. 
True, Secretary of State Kissinger has been drop­ 
ping increasingly strong hints about the danger 
Soviet meddling in Africa poses to detente. But his 
words are merely words, backed up by no real 
prospect of deterrent penalties, and the Soviets 
know it 
What penalties could we impose0 
We could, for one thing, stop underwriting the 
Soviet economy with massive shipments of grain. 
For another, we could stop exporting our industrial 
and scientific technology to the Soviet Union. 
But we won't if the administration has its way. 
We will continue to bluster about Soviet 
“reeokmization" of Africa and frighten ourselves 
with the vision of a Soviet colossus astride the 
Atlantic shipping lanes, even as we continue to 
provide the Soviet Union with much of the economic 
wherewithal to pursue its imperialistic adven­ 
turism. 
And as long as we continue to base our policy on 
knee-jerk reactions to Soviet initiatives, as if the 
world were a giant red-and-white checkerboard 
with our attention presently focused on a square 
that happens to be labeled Angola, we will continue 
to play a foolish and costly game according to rules 
laid down by the Kremlin. 
Ironically, even as we propose taking the im­ 
perialistic onus off the backs of the Russians in 
Angola and putting it on ourselves, interesting 
developments are occurring in another square of the 
checkerboard which we “lost to communism after 
the expenditure of 56.009 lives and untold billions of 
dollars. The North Vietnamese are actively 
courting normal diplomatic relations with the 
United States and are seeking American, not Rus 
sian or Chinese, assistance in devek»ping their oil 
resources. 
The debate over Angola is not the sign of a super­ 
power in decline It is an indication that we are 
learning to view the world in terms other than a 
threat to our prestige here and a menace to our sur­ 
vival there and are beginning to ask ourselves 
where* our long-term interests truly lie and how 
they can best be served

Incorrect assumptions 
Dear Editor . 
I was stunned to see the headline in 
the Sunday Jan. 4 issue of the 
Progress Bulletin declaring “White 
flight from Pomona continues. ” The 
story was regarding ethnic break­ 
down in Pomona schools and should 
have concentrated on that informa­ 
tion rather than attempting to lay in­ 
correct social assumptions upon the 
public. 
It is the white power structure, 
politically and within the local 
media, that has created the euphe­ 
mism “white flight." The reporter 
writing the Jan. 4 article gave in to 
that structured mentality rather 
than spend time in research before 
making such a correlation between 
the ethnic picture in the schools and 
the so-called white flight. 
It would have been worthwhile to 
both the reporter and the public if 
contacts had been made with private 
schools to document increased 
enrollments of black and white stu­ 
dents there, with the Valley Associa­ 
tion of Cities and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development to 
examine if the economic and aban­ 
doned home problems had con­ 
tributed to the “white flight“ ; with 
other school districts in the area to 
discover if their enrollment figures 
had grown possibly from the ranks of 
former Pomona parents and students 
dissatisfied with a poor educa­ 
tional system: and with other 
cities' community development 
departments, particularly in the 
West End of San Bernardino County 
where the property taxes are sub 
stantially lower than Los Angeles 
County cities, to investigate the pos­ 
sibility of former Pomona residents 
moving into the West End. 
These are just a few possibilities 
that could have been explored. I’m 
sure an experienced, objective 
journalist could have discovered 


more. It is time that the Progress 
Bulletin editorial comments and 
news stories looked at the total pic­ 
ture before making brash racial 
and/or social comments. 
There are enough things happening 
in Pomona that should not be happen­ 
ing to keep a reporting staff busy in 
research and through that research 
making relevant statements through 
the news columns. 
Since the city and the school dis­ 
trict are exerting so much effort to 
bring about positive things and 
“changing the image” of Pomona, 
then both should examine stories 
about “white flight.“ 
It is my wish that we all can look 
forward to a year of better coopera­ 
tion and communication — Mrs.

The nuclear initiative 
Dear Editor. 
In reading Ray Cromley s article 
“Nuclear Safety Numbers Game“ in 
the Dee. 30 edition, 1 see that he has 
quite correctly perceived the fallacy 
in the first half of the pre-nuolear 
argument by discovering that the 
safety analysis “may be so distorted 
as to be meaningless.“ 
However, he has not seen the flaw 
in the second half of the reasoning 
when he states “ . . . the evidence 
points to a most serious need (for 
nuclear power).“ He doesn't discuss 
any of this “evidence“ but I per­ 
sonally am convinced that no such 
need exists 
The data for Southern California 
shows that from 1960 to 1970 
electrical consumption growth was 8 
per cent per year and the average 
price decreased by 15 per cent. From 
1970 to 1973, growth was five per cent 
per year and costs were up 40 per 
cent. 
From 1973 to 1975 growth was 
negative, consumption was down 
lour per cent per year, and exists 
doubled, up 100 per cent. This in­ 


dicates to me that with increasing 
electrical power costs, the users are 
finding creative ways to conserve 
energy 
Nuclear plant construction costs 
are so high and nuclear fuel costs are 
skyrocketing so rapidly that many 
power companies have cancelled 
their orders for new nuclear plants. 
Moreover, alternative energy 
sources are blossoming. And finally. 
Jack Anderson has just reported that 
the Federal Energy Administration 
has concluded a study showing the 
need for nuclear power is nonexis­ 
tent 
The safety of nuclear power 
plants, of which Ray Cromley 
writes, is also an item covered by the 
Nuclear Safeguards Initiative to be 
presented to the California voters in 
June. 
The initiative would place the 
responsibility of determining 
whether nuclear plants are safe 
enough for use in the hands of the 
C alifornia sta te legislature. 
Moreover, it would assure adequate 
public liability insurance for these 
plants in the event of an accident. 


The initiative also addresses many 
of the other facets of commercial 
nuclear power such as radioactive 
waste disposal, protection from 
terrorists, evacuation, etc. In all 
cases, it places the responsibility of 
judging system adequacy mi the 
state legislature. 
Since the whole commercial 
nuclear power industry is involved in 
an enormous “numbers game," 1 in­ 
vite Ray Cromley to join me in sup­ 
porting the Nuclear Safeguards 
Initiative so that ail the numbers will 
be reviewed by our elected represen­ 
tatives and their appointed consul­ 
tants. In this manner we will have a 
responsible decision about oar 
nuclear power needs and our nuclear 
power risks — I^ewis Forsheit.

Jack Anderson 
Hoover's wrath 
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WASHINGTON - We have been 
digging into the secrets of the late J. 
Edgar Hoover, whose abuses of 
power made him the most for­ 
midable and feared bureaucrat in the* 
history of the republic. 
Only a complete exposure of his 
abuses can prevent them from hap­ 
pening again. 
He built his enormous power by 
manipulating the press and malign­ 
ing his critics Thanks to carefully 
publicized human strengths and 
carefully hidden human failings, he 
appeared as a man of action fighting 
the tones of evil. 
More than to years of planted 
press notices transformed his 
bulldog visage into .a national sym­ 
bol, His staccato speech and stern 
mannerism completed the image. 
Writers who dared to criticize 
Hoover wound up on his hate list, 
which was far more deadly than the 
FBI's most-wanted list. 
Attorney Max Lowenlhal. for ex­ 
ample. questioned the FBI's fabled 
reputation in a book entitled simply 
“The FBI.” It dealt more with the 
t orrupl agency Hoover had inherited 
than the effective crime-fighting 
organization he built. But here were 
sutm* passages that were less than 
Haltering about Hoover. 
Alter he read it he lei out a roar of 
rage and summoned a trusted assis­ 
tant whose function it was to prevent 
such embarrassment 
Hoover an­ 
grily threatened to fire the man 
tor (ailing to block the publication of 
the book, 
The agent would rattier have faced 
gangland gunfire than Hoover's 
wrath. The tongue lashing was more 
than he could take, be broke down 
and wept like a baby “ Mr. Hoover,” 
be sniffled, “if 1 had known this book 
was coming out. I'd have thrown my 
body into the presses to block it." 
Although it was too late for this 
sacrifice. Hoover ordered his iro- 
mom to prepare half-a-dozen black, 
fiber-bound volumes of critical 
analysis tearing apart tbe Lowenthai 
bunk. These were used to compose 
harsh book reviews, which were 


secretly circulated to compliant 
newspapers and magazines Agents 
were even reduced to canvassing 
booksellers and urging them not to 
slock the book 
But this wasn't enough to placate 
the irascible FBI chief He also 
ordered every index in the FBI 
checked for derogatory information 
about Lowenthai. He seised upon a 
vague tie with a communist-front 
group which was spread through 
FBI field offices to the media. 
The Fund for the Republic, 
meanwhile conducted a scholarly 
study of domestic communism, 
which concluded the FBI was 
overblowing its importance This in­ 
flamed Hoover, who ordered an all- 
out investigation of both the Fund 
and its head. Dr. Robert Maynard 
Hutchins 
The FBI chief directed his subor­ 
dinates to prepare a monograph ripp­ 
ing Hutchins to pieces They became 
so impressed with Hutchins from 
their research, however, that they 
produced a mild monograph Down 
cam«* instructions to rewrite the 
pieec, making it suitably derogatory, 
on pain of being censured The ae- 
«tmd. more vicious monograph was 
leaked to the press 
Another famous scholar, Henry 
Steele Commager, also offended the 
great G-man. Hoover fired off pink 
sheets to field agents, directing them 
to smear Commager. The use of pink 
paper was understood to mean they 
should destroy the message after 
reading it. 
A recalcitrant tormer agent. Jack 
Levine, was railroaded out of the 
FBI by Hoover but struck back with 
an article ridiculing tbe FBI direc­ 
tor Th** vengetui Hoover blocked 
I a* vim* from getting a job at the 
Justice Department and tried to 
btock his admission to the Arizona 
bar.

provided inquirers with information 
on what kind of suits, shoes and ties 
Hoover wore, how he liked his steak 
and his favorite recipe for popovers 
One agent wrote a detailed letter 
explaining why Hoover s favorite 
hymn was “The Old Rugged Crewe,” 
then learned the correct hymn was 
“ Ruck of Ag«*s ” The agent simply

Laws turn IRS 
into a maze 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) — When the Freedom of In­ 
formation Act was passed into law some time back, there 
were many who believed it would prove a dud The law. as 
written, was riddled with loopholes. 
1 was one of the doubters. 
There have been a considerable number of failures by 
reporters, scholars and other citizens to gain the informa­ 
tion they sought from the government. The number of 
nuisance and lost-cause suits has been legion, unduly 
burdening the bureaucracy. 
« 
But there have been some remarkable achievements 
The indications to date suggest that — all other avenues 
having failed miserably — if we want to keep our 
bureaucracy and our executives somewrhat honest and 
working somewhat in the public interest, opening govern­ 
ment actions and records to the public is one of the more 
effective avenues thus far discovered. 
It's not the answer. Publicity has its drawbacks. Ex­ 
posed to the public eye, officials and lawmakers tend to 
say and do those things which will make them look good 
rather than following principles And there are times 
when officials, in our best interests, must speak and 
argue frankly in assured privacy. But, on balance open­ 
ness and public knowledge serve our purposes best. 
Take, tor example, the operations of the Internal 
Revenue Service. A series of court suits under the 
Freedom of Intormation Act. shedding light on decisions 
and op«Tatmg methods of the IRS, will be of major benefit 
to all taxpayers. 
Tax collecting is a highly subjective business. The laws 
have been written by Congress in such a sloppy manner a 
man can go to six different tax officials and come home 
with six interpretations. When he files, he may find the of­ 
ficial auditing his accounts has still another approach. A 
public airing of these interpretations will bring relief for 
many. 
Because the expense of fighting a case through the 
courts is high for the IRS when pitted against a giant com­ 
pany or a rich taxpayer with batteries of talented at 
torneys, it has become practice, more often than not, to 
settle these major arguments at 43 cents on the dollar. 
This is not, as I understand it, because the service or its 
agents emotionally favor the giant companies and rich 
taxpayers It simpiv becomes a pragmatic matter of 
dollars and cents It is cheaper to settle out of court 
rather than carry through extended legal battles. 
Th«* small taxpayer, with limited resources, usually set­ 
tles (mi IRS terms, or at 75 per cent of thoee terms The 
agency realizes he caimot afford to go to court and knows 
it can hold the line and win without great coat 
All this has been verified in rec*ent official government 
studies. 
Now as a result of court actions and political com­ 
promises worked out m the Congress as a result of those 
court actions, many of these hitherto secret rulings and 
Hie bas«*s for them are to be made public, available lo all 
taxpayers and their representatives — and to the press 
All ot which means that what has been a secret body of 
law — a collection of tens of thousands of individual in­ 
terpretations — becomes public “law". And it can be used 
as a precedent by an taxpayer. 
Tin* small and medium taxpayer th«*refore will have 
more of the benefits which have in the past been reserved 
for the affluent 
H sfHMild be pointed out. in conclusion, that nothing said 
above points to willful discrimination by the IRS The un- 
equal results have be«?n, in the main, as noted above, the 
r«*sult of pragmatic decisions — how to collect as much as 
possible of the tax money with the means available, work

DEAR DR LAMB — 1 wish you 
would comment on the enclosed 
column by a man who claims the 
theory that you should limit your 
cholesterol intake is all bunk Note 
he eats as many as two dozen eggs a 
week, drinks a quart of milk a day, 
avoids low cholesterol foods and still 
has a very low cholesterol level. Is 
he right and. if so. why can’t all of us 
eat a high cholesterol diet? 


DEAR READER - The column 
you sent me does a disservice to the 
public. The man evidently is not a 
scientist nor a physician and has 
used his own case to try to disprove 
the work done on literally thousands 
of people by well trained scientists. 
One case of anything doesn't prove 
very much and the poorest example 
of ail is your own case 
He is wrong when he asks why the 
nation s (mart attack rate hasn t 
decreased with the "nationwide near 
hysteria over lowering cholesterol ” 
If he were better informed he would 
know that it has It would probably 
decrease even further if more people 
quit smoking, remained physically 


active, eliminated or avoided obesity 
and avoided excess intake of high-fat 
higb-choiesterol foods 
He is right in assuming that 
hereditary factors are important. 
We know perfectly well that some 
people can eat high-fat. high- 
cholesterol diets and not have high 
blood cholesterol levels These in­ 
dividuals inherit a different body 
chemistry than the rest of the pop­ 
ulation Some racial groups such as 
the Masai are good example* of 
hereditary protection against high 
cholesterol and its complication* of 
heart disease Also most women tn 
their childbearing age span have low 
blood cholesterol levels despite what 
they eat 
He is certainly not a 
traiibalzer with that news 
Finally he is in his mid 20* and 
tells us nothing about his level of 
physical conditioning, how much be 
exercises or whether he is fat or 
lean 
The point that high cholesterol 
levels may be caused by your genes 
is no argument at all for ignoring its 
significance any more than one with 
diabetes should ignore,diet because 
diabetes is hereditary. 


The simple facta are that people 
who do have high cholesterol levels 
can often lower them through 
dietary means, which includes 
limiting calories to correct or 
eliminate obesity, fat, saturated fat 
and cholesterol. If the writer had 
ever treated patients with these 
problems he would have had a broad 
enough experience to have made a 
more balanced presentation to the 
public On a case to case basis those 
of us who have seen what diet does to 
people with high cholesterol levels 
know that diet is an important factor 
ui treating such people 
Th e s e p a t i e n t s wi t h high 
cholesterol levels are different 
animals than the young columnist 


w h o has an experience level of une 
case. 
* 
Young women, children and those 
with normal cholesterol levels need 
not be so restrictive with their dief 
But such individuals need regular 
checks to be sure the cholesterol 
level remains normal Perhaps when 
the young writer is in his mid 4Us. if 
he doesn’t keep his weight down, he 
will need to change his life style — if 
he still has the chance

DURHAM, N.H. (API - 
A summer program at five 
New Hampshire colleges 
and u n i v e r s i t i e s has 
launched a New England- 
wide program designed to 
e l i m i n a t e 
“ p l a n n e d 
o b so le sc e n c e " for the 
elderly. 
The program , dubbed 
•‘Elderhostel ‘76,” centers 
on the idea that the elderly 
can eorich their lives by at­ 
tending college and mixing 
with students, both young 
and old. 
< 
P r o g r a m 
d i r e c t o r 
Martin Knowlton says the 
program proved so succes­ 
sful last summer that in 
1976 it will be expanded to 
20 c o l l e g e s and u n i ­ 
versities in the six New 
England states. 
‘ From inquiries we have 
received it looks like 
Elderhostel could spread 
nationwide, but we'd like 
to see it administered on a 
regional level. T here’s 
more control that way,” he 
said. 
The program is funded 
primarily through private 
and federal grants, but 
participants are required 
to pay a 9W per week fee. 
More than 300 persons, 
ranging in age from 53 to 
91, e n r o l l e d 
in t he 
p r o g r a m s 
in 
New 
Hampshire last summer. 
Knowlton says 2.500 are ex­ 
pected in the regional pro­ 
grams. 
The hostels. 
Knowlton 
said, are designed to erase 
“ one 
of 
t h e 
m o s t 
despicable aspects of in­ 
d us t r i a l s oc i e t y: 
the 
disturbing concept that 


people are all used up after 
age 65. 
After that age people 
are faced abruptly and 
simultaneously with retire­ 
ment, inadequate pensions, 
increased immobility and 
loss of friends,” Knowlton 
says 
Our program is 
aimed at stimulating the 
elderly out of this agism 
trap.” 


In E lderhostel, each 
participating school sets 
aside for a designated por­ 
tion of the summer stan- 
d a r d d o r m i t o r y a c ­ 
comodations and provides 
each week a minimum of 
three one-week courses. 
The courses are taught by 
regular faculty members 
“ The c o u r s e s a r e 
designed to help the elderly 
see themselves as related 
in a meaningful way to the 
course of the world." 
Knowlton said. “We do not 
specify what courses be of­ 
fered 
Our only require­ 
ment is they be of good in­ 
tellectual content." 


One of the courses that 
schools are encouraged to 
offer is an oral history 
seminar in which partici­ 
pa nt s i n t e r v i e w one 
another and discuss their 
recollections of events 
One seminar, which 
Knowlton describes with 
pride, turned out to have 
five participants with labor 
union backgrounds and a 
sixth who was an in­ 
d u s t r i a l i s t . 
T h e i r 
memories of labor-man- 
agement 
confrontations 
early in this century were 
preserved on tape.

DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: We live in a suburb­ 
an section that is almost 
rural, and our children 
have the advantage of 
growing up away from the 
overcrowded conditions in 
the city.

changes, but we still want 
to protect our own. — W.N. 
Dear W.N.: It’s possible 
for your foster child and 
your natural children to 
learn from each other and 
it can be mutually enlight­ 
ening and profitable, pro­ 
vided you and your wife 
can guide them. 
There’s no question that 
the crowded living condi­ 
tions in most cities tend to 
break down and destroy il­ 
lusions. but this isn't al­ 
ways a bad thing Children 
learn at a very early age 
that people are both good 
and bad. Urban children 
learn to see people more 
realistically and to accept 
and love them in spite of 
their faults. Children rais­ 
ed in more protected en­ 
vironments may be less 
tolerant of human weak­ 
nesses and may be shock­ 
ed and hurt when they dis­ 
cover that man isn't per­ 
fect. 
Studies indicate that 
children raised in urban 
areas tend to have an un­ 
usual clearness of vision 
regarding people. They see 
what is “good" in them 
just as they see what is, for 
them, “bad “ I think you 
can help your own child­ 
ren by pointing out to them 
that while many of your 
foster son's views are cor­ 
rect. how people behave is 
basically an individual 
matter. While there are 
some people who can't be 
trusted, there are many 
others who can be. 
The introduction of this 
boy into your home with 
his differing attitudes 
about sex necessitates 
your participation in dis­ 
cussions of sex Children 
from cities are often much 
more sophisticated about 
sex because they haven't 
been protected by separa­ 
tion from adults they may 
have many misconcep­ 
tions and. apparently, they 
tend to overemphasize the 
physical in sexuality and 
underestimate the rela- 


P ro jB C ro m B u lle t in 


tionship of tenderness and 
affection to sexual acts. 
Your foster son is apt to be 
much more sexually pre­ 
cocious than your children 
so it becomes even more 
important for them to have 
adult supervision, espec­ 
ially in the evening hours. 
If possible, they should 
have separate sleeping 
quarters and definitely, 
they should have separate 
beds. 
Urban living isn't all 
negative, for there is a cer­ 
tain sensing of the needs of 
others, a certain under­ 
standing of others that 
comes from always living 
with them. Those who have 
periods erf privacy, of be­ 
ing alone, have the oppor­ 
tunity to see people when 
their emotions have been 
pulled together, when their 
manners are intact Those 
who have less privacy 
grow up seeing and know­ 
ing people in all their 
moods. Your children will 
be able to learn from this 
boy, just as he will learn 
from them, if you and your 
wife help to see that they 
share the positive side of 
what each has learned.

Woman justice says, 
'we belong on bench' 


MANILA <AP> - How 
does a woman pret along on 
a supreme court where all 
other justices are men? 
"At the beginning, I 
think the other justices felt 
they did not want a 
woman: They were afraid 
they would not be able to 
feel free with their jokes.” 
said Cecilia Munoz Palma. 
«3. the first woman as­ 
sociate justice of the 
Philippine Supreme Court. 
“I made them feel free. 
Sometimes the jokes really 
made me blush. But from 
the beginning of my 
career, as a prosecutor. I 
always have been with 
men. 
‘‘I enjoyed the jokes. I 
did not appear shocked 
"But the dispensation of 
justice should be sexless 
Somehow. I feel that a 
woman on the court does 
have a particular advan­ 
tage. She looks at a case 
with more human under­ 
standing. 
"Not that the men don't 
have human under­ 
standing. Well, the men 
say, ‘What do you think of 
US'* Don’t we have human 
understanding?’ It is very 
difficult to say what 1 
mean 
“As a rule, women are 
conscientious, hard work­ 
ing with a natural sense of 
justice. In the family, 
when there is a squabble 
among the children, the 
father tends to play favor­ 
ites. the mother settles the 
dispute. “ says Mrs. 
Palma, who has 14 
grandchildren 
She made her attitude 
clearer in a decision which 
has never been made 
public. She wrote it in 
August 1974. nearly a year 
.after her appointment, in 
favor of a petition of a 
former senator. Jose W. 
Dtokno. who was detained 
for two years without 
charge after President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos im­ 
posed martial law here in 
September 1972 
Marcos freed Diokno in 
September 1974 before the 
court’s ruling was an­ 
nounced Mid the case was 
dropped as moot. Summing 
up her decision. Justice 
F^lma wrote: 
“ in closing. I am 
bothered by the thought 
that some of my col leagues 
may attribute my ap­ 


proach to Diokno’s petition 
to my being a woman, and 
1 may even be accused of 
allowing my emotions to 
overpower my reason. If 
there is such an assump­ 
tion. I would say that it is 
incorrect. However, if it is 
indeed true that my being a 
woman led me to take this 
stand on Diokno s petition, 
then I am happy and proud 
that I was born a woman.” 


In the brief time she has 
been a justice. Mrs. Palma 
has gained a reputation for 
being a tough advocate of 
individual liberty despite 
martial law. The court has 
become a center of con­ 
troversy because it has 
rendered 
d e c is io n s 
favorable to martial law. 
under which Marcos has 
the right to fire justices at 
will.

Conn . is active in 
working toward the legal 
equality of women "but not 
to the extent of being a 
women's libber, throwing 
away bras.” 
She is married to at­ 
torney Rodolfo Palma who 
is dean of the College of 
Law of the University of 
the East in Manila, they 
have three children. 
"I have not had a conflict 
in interests between pur­ 
suit of my profession and 
m arried life.” Justice 
Palma says. 
“ I owe this to my hus­ 
band. My husband has been 
understanding enough to 
let me pursue my career. 
When I was assigned as a 
judge far from Manila, he 
urged me to accept, al­ 
though it meant a separa­ 
tion for a year 
“ Marriage has to be pre­ 
served at all costs. If I 
have to give up my profes­ 
sion to save my marriage, 
1 would do it. A wife must 
see that she doesn t step 
over the shoes of her hus­ 
band.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Canals In Louisiana 
swamps and marshes that 
trappers .and hunters 
hacked out with canoe pad­ 
dles at the turn of the cen­ 
tury are still in use.

wider w a te r y rout es 
through the state's Missis­ 
sippi delta region is chang­ 
ing drainage patterns and 
increasing the salinity of 
the wetlands, according to 
Dr. Donald W. Davis of 
Nicholls State University, 
Thibodaux.

These canals gradually 
widened and deepened over 
the y ea r s, says the 
National Geographic 
Society. One. started half a

and 200 feet across. The 
hunters and trappers used 
p i r o g u e s , 
a 
s m a l l , 
lightweight craft which 
was capable of floating in a 
scant three inches of 
water. 
Now. mudboats driven 
by aircooled inboard 
engines skim across the 
swamps tearing up vegeta­ 
tion and leaving fresh 
channels in their wakes.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
Hospital construction in 
California would be banned 
for two years under a 
proposal introduced Tues­ 
day by the chairman of the 
state Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Sen. Anthony Beilenson, 
D-Los Angeles, said the 
state has 24,000 vacant 
beds in hospitals, public 
a*d private, and another 
16,000 in nursing homes. He 
said state health* officials 
are predicting a 50 per cent 
increase in surplus beds by 
I960 
"The cost of the empty 
beds to California tax­ 
payers and consumers was 
more than 1400 million last 
year,” Beilenson said 
H is proposal would 
prohibit construction of 
any new hospitals or nurs­ 
ing homes. or any remodel­ 
ing which would add beds. 
The state health director 
could grant exceptions to 
meet an urgent local need 
for hospital care 
Beilenson said the 
moratorium should last un­ 
til the state adopts a plan 
to allow only as many 
hospital beds as an area 
needs 
"More moderate efforts 
to control excessive expan- 
sion of health care 
facilities have failed com­ 
pletely,” he said. 


Kennedy's

It’s awful 
easy to take a shot at a guy 
when he's not there to 
apeak on his behalf " 
Clay and Joan B lair. 
authors of “ The Search 
for JF K ,” wrote that Ken 
nedy disobeyed proper 
procedure by leaving the 
scene without firing upon 
the first* enemy vessel he 
encountered, a destroyer. 
They also contend that the 
same destroyer later ram­ 
med Kennedy's boat, PT- 
169, because the crew was 
jfficicntly alert 
The PT boat in those 
days had no radar. 
Fay 
said " It ’s a black night - 
clouds and overcast. A 
destroyer comes through 
and by the time you’ve got 
your speed up he can move 
in any direction and hit 
you.” 
As for leaving the scene,

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LOS ANGELES (AP) — Caroline Kennedy, 
daughter of the late President John F. Kennedy, 
was named the worst dressed woman of the year 
Tuesday by fashion designer Mr. Blackwell, who 
has previously disdained the attire of her mother, 
Jaqueline Kennedy. 
"Who says bad taste isn’t inherited?” Blackwell 
told a news conference at his 16th annual announce­ 
ment of his usually outrageous "awards 
The list of 10 worst dressed — which traditionally 
featured mostly movie stars — included political 
figure Nancy Kissinger, wife of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 
Blackwell described Mrs. Kissinger as, “ a travel­ 
ing fashion stew." 
The others criticized for their attire during 1075 
were singers Helen Reddy, Bette Midler, Tammy 
Wynette and Donna Fargo — the latter two winning 
a twin blast for the country music field. 
Blackwell also criticized Princess Anne of 
England, viewing her as "a royal auto mechanic” 
and added to the list 12-year-old Tatum O’Neal, 


actress daughter of Ryan O’Neal. 
Another fashion designer. Sonia Rykiel, made the 
list for the second year in a row. And the last rung 
on the list was reserved for rock star Elton John, of 
whom Blackwell said: "He would be the campiest 
spectacle in the Rose Parade if he entered. ” 
The selection of Miss Kennedy drew a barrage of 
questions from reporters gathered at Blackwell s 
mid-Los Angeles mansion 
He conceded that Miss Kennedy. 17, may be of­ 
fended” but said he didn t believe she would be hurt 
by his criticism of her fashion image. 
"She was probably one of the worst dressed 
young women in the world, considering that she has 
every resource available to her,” Blackwell said. 
But he placed the blame partially on fashion 
itself, saying he believed Miss Kennedy chose her 
look to keep in step with other youngsters. 
Although he said she looked like ” a shaggy dog in 
pants, he added, " I think she so wanted to be part 
of young America that she went along with it. By 
next year, she’ll be a super looking young ladv.”

N EW YO R K (AP) - John 
Ferguson, the fiery, hard-rock left 
wing lor the Montreal Canadiens 
during the later 1960s. has become a 
top prospect to replace Em ile 
Francis as general manager of the 
New York Rangers. 
Francis was relieved Tuesday of 
the general manager duties he had 
held siace Oct. 30, 1964, and 
Ferguson leaped to the toreground as 
a potential successor—and possibly, 
a new coach for the struggling 
National Hockey League club 
“ I have talked to (Rangers Presi­ 
dent William M. Jennings > Mr Jenn 
mgs once and to the next couple of 
days. I ’ll talk about it again,” said 
Ferguson, who retired after the 1970- 
71 season ” 1 can't say much, but 
let s say I'm interested m the GM job 
and maybe coaching, too 
The Rangers had talked to 
Ferguson before hiring Coach Ron 
Stewart to May. 1975, but other in 
votveinenls in harness racing 
a 
restaurant and the clothing industry 
moved Ferguson to turn down the oi­ 
ler. 
Ferguson is one of tour candi­ 
dates. according to Jennings, who 


made the stunning decision and an­ 
nouncement Tuesday night that the 
feisty little Francis, three-time 
coach of the team along with the 11 
years as general manager, was to he 
relieved. 
Jennings, further, refused to 
speculate that Francis would remain 
as a vice president. 
“ I d be surprised if he hasn t had 
eight offers already,” Jennings said 
“ 1 don't have any idea what he'll 
do.” 
Jennings added that along with 
Ferguson, former Canadiens Coach 
Ai McNeil and two other unnamed 
contenders— none of whom is 
employed currently by an NHL.

can take your pick of kale, 
collards. mustard or turnip 
greens to make a southern- 
style vegetable delight.

by itself

My sole visit to Poland 
as in early 1945 when a 
•ightened German guard 
orce try in g to herd 
everal hundred American 
irar prisoners out of the 
ath of oncoming Soviet ar- 
mes had the poor judg- 
nent to march us straight 
nto a Russian tank trap. 
Taking advantage of the 
>nsuing s h o o t o u t to 
iberate ourselves, we 
iecided to put as much dis­ 
tance as possible between 
nurselves and both the 
Armans and Russians So 
we slipped across the 
border into Poland or what 
was left Of it after six 
vears of war 
Naturally the Polish 
cuisine was not at its best 
in 1945. but the hospitable 
Poles put us up in their 
homes and treeted us to 
some surprisingly fine 
meals considering the food 
shortage plaguing most of 
Europe at that time. 
My own host, an elderly 
professor who spoke fluent 
English not only did the 
cooking in his home but 
gave me an interesting 
rundown on the history of 
Polish cookery. 
It is a cuisine borrowed 
front many nations and 
blended 
into something 
with a character of its own 
Like m o s t E u r o p e a n 
monarchies. Poland s 
royal and noble houses 
often 
m a d e 
foreign* 
marriage alliances and ac­ 
quired the culinary secrets 
ot other lands when an im­ 
ported bride or groom 
arrived com plete with 
chel 
Polish merchants return­ 
ing from the Orient not 
only brought a dazzling 
an ay of spices but such 
delicac ies as smoked fish, 
eggplant and Chinese tea. 
One of the mainstays of 
the Polish kitchen, even in 
wartime, has been cabbage 
ami my host treated us to 
cabbage soup enriched 
with m arrow bone and 
some dried mushrooms he 
had hidden in the cellar 
When 1 had finished a 
steaming bowl I could 
believe that for many 
Poles cabbage soup is a 
one-diah meal. 
Here is a recipe for cab­ 
bage soup with som e 
refinements my host did 
not have on hand in 1945 
1 ham bone (about 1 
pound) cracked 
3 dried mushrooms sim­ 
mered till tender 
4 pound fresh or frozen 
diced celery, carrots 
and potatoes 
3 cups cabbage, corasely 
(hopped 
1 medium onion, chop­ 
ped 
1 tablespoon caraway 
seeds 
4 medium onion minced 
4 tablespoons all pur­ 
pose flour 
3 tablespoons bacon fat 
I teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce 
4 ounces white wine, dry 
Salt and pepper to 
taste 
Combine ham bone, 
mushrooms together with 
liquid in which they were 
cooked, vegetables and 
cabbage, chopped onion 
and caraway seeds Add 8 
cups w ater, W orcester­ 
shire sauce and wine and

hacon fat adding a UtUe 
soup liquid, stirring con­ 
stantly. Thicken soup with 
mixture.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The flow of wheat, com 
and other commodities 
from forms to ships for 
d eliv sry to foreign 
coontrtes Is progressing 
smoothly «Ml in line with 
record exports projected 
for 1175*11, in Agriculture 
Department analyst said 
today. 
Three years ago, when 
the huge bulge tn U.S. farm 
exports was just under 
way, the grain movement 
was snarled badly by shor­ 
tages of rail cars mid ocean 


carriers, port congestion 
and labor bottlenecks 
,,? fbor*h D Pollock of 
USDA’s 
E conom ic 
Research Service said 
there have been several 
reasons for the improved 
situation since that time, 
including the nation's eco­ 
nomic recession, which has 
meant “a diminished in­ 
dustrial demand for tran­ 
sport equipment” which 
has meant more to help 
move farm products. 
Also, Miss Pollock said, 
there is a larger rail car 


and barge capacity than 
there was in 1972-73. 
Another reason is that 
shipments were delayed 
for four months three 
years ago while a new ship­ 
ping rate agreement was 
negotiated with the Soviet 
Union. 
The analysis was in­ 
clu ded in a w eek ly 
•‘Foreign Agriculture" 
report by the depart­ 
ment's Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service. 
"At its worst, the 1972-73 
tieuo saw local elevators 


overflowing with grain and 
soybeans for want of rail 
cars, other shipments 
stalled en route, and shipp­ 
ing of grain to many ports 
‘embargoed’ because of 
lack of storage space,” 
Miss Pollock said. 
As a result of the 1972-73 
difficulties, nearly 60 per 
cent of the wheat exports 
and qbout 50 per cent of the 
corn and soybeans had to 
be moved in the last half of 
the fiscal year between 
Jan. 1 and June 30. 
The congestion also 


spilled over into the follow­ 
ing fiscal year. 
This season, she said, 
more than 60 per cent of 
the wheat anticipated for 
foreign delivery in 1975-76 
had been exported by early 
December 
Shipments of 
corn also were "con­ 
siderab ly above the 
average required" to reach 
the total projected by next 
June 30. 
Miss Pollock said that 
railroads have added more 
large covered hopper cars 
to their fleets. Those are 


about 50 per cent larger 
than the traditional box­ 
cars, which have declined 
in number. Thus, she said, 
• railroads now have in­ 
creased their net grain 
carrying capacity by about 
2 per cent from 1972-73.

Sweden 
provides 
dessert

A friend passed along a 
recipe for a Scandinavian 
party dessert that all our 
tasters agreed should have 
wide circulation. One of 
the dessert's most attrac­ 
tive featues: it calls for 
only two tablespoons of 
sugar. 
Besides its fabulous 
combination of flavors and 
textures, it looks inviting. 
And it's fun, too, because 
of its name. We suspect it's 
called Mullvad the Swed­ 
ish word for the small bur­ 
rowing mole because when 
the dessert comes to the 
table with its creamy coat­ 
ing, guests have no idea un­ 
til they "burrow" into it 
that its center is a com­ 
bination of prunes and al­ 
monds Several of our tast­ 
ers didn't recognize the 
prunes. Believe me. that 
fruit never had it so good. 
We've come on a recipe 
for Mulivad only once be­ 
fore. That formula, fus­ 
sier than this one and prob­ 
ably not so authentic, ap­ 
peared in a cookbook pub­ 
lished in the U.S.A. about a 
dozen years ago. 


MULLVAD 
1 envelope unflavored 
gelatin 
*4 cup water 
cup toasted slivered 
blanched almonds, see 
below 
l la cups packaged pitted

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Delightful new cookbooks to give or to keep

There are some real 
goodies in this year’s crop 
of cookbooks. To give or to 
keep, they’re a delight 
Julia Child’s “ From 
Julia's Kitchen*’ (Knopf) 
is a love of a book. It s 14 
years since Julia’s first 
volume of “Mastering the 
Art of French Cooking’’ 
first appeared and 13 years 
since she made the first 
pilot shows for h er 
“French Chef’’ television 


program. Here, in her new 
book, Julia sums it all up in 
a delightfully personal and 
informal way. Her hus­ 
band, Paul Child, has con­ 
tributed some of the most 
beautiful black and white 
photographs (for the start 
of each of the 15 chapters) 
that have ever illustrated a 
cookbook. “From Julia’s 
Kitchen’’ is a marvelous 
melange of Ju lia’s ex­ 
u b e r a n t i n t e r e s t in 
presenting delectable dis­ 
hes, choosing practical 
utensils, exploring the 
hows and whys of cooking 
French food well and 


marketing 
successfully. 
The recipes include some 
from other cuisines be­ 
sides that of France; as 
always they’re w ritten 
with extraordinary atten­ 
tion to the details that both 
beginning and experienced 
cooks should appreciate 
“ Craig 
C laiborne’s 
Favorites from the New 
York T im e s ’’ (Quad­ 
ra n g le ) is a g a t h e r ­ 
ing of nearly all the 
columns that appeared un­ 
der his byline in the New 
York Times during 1974. 
The columns were great to 
begin with; now they have 


extra material that makes 
th em even m ore in­ 
teresting and helpful. 
Whether Craig is writing 
about New York's Ninth 
Avenue, “a marvelous gas­ 
tronomic melting pot,’’ or 
a Panamanian Paella 
cooked in Florida by the 
wife of a former Panama 
president, his descriptions, 
opinions and recipes are 
worth having in book form. 
Helen McCully’s “Waste 
Not Want Not” (Random 
House) is of course the 
timeliest of books. The 
author is food editor of 
House Beautiful and her 


impeccable taste, down-to- 
earth approach and in­ 
terest in supplying sup­ 
plementary 
information 
are always evident in her 
writing. “Waste Not Want 
Not’* is organized in a 
p r a c t i c a l way. Each 
chapter is devoted to using 
the leftovers from the 
main food categories — 
meat and poultry; fish; 
eggs; vegetables, herbs 
and greens; rice, beans 
and pasta; bread, cake and 
p a s t r y ; 
f r a i t s 
and 
beverages. You won’t be 
tempted to discard the out­ 
er leaves of lettuce or a 


couple of leftover egg 
whites if you have her 
recipes for lettuce soup 
and spinach souffle. 
“A French Chef Cooks at 
Home” by Jacques Pepin 
(Simon and Schuster) 
holds about 150 of the 
recipes the extremely 
talented author most 
enjoys preparing for 
friends. Many of the 
recipes take only a moder­ 
ate amount of time, others 
are more time-consuming; 
the results of either group 
are worth every minute a 
cook spends on them. 
There is something grat­ 


ifying in trying a recipe a 
wellknown chef uses Hi his 
own home, minus the fan­ 
fare of a complicated 
restaurant kitchen, and 
having it work out well. 
Not all chefs who write 
cookbooks are as gifted as 
Jacques Pepin in describ­ 
ing what cooks need to 
know in order to duplicate 
some lovely French dish­ 
es. 
“ A p p le s: H is to r y , 
Folklore, Horticulture and 
Gastronomy” by Peter 
Wynne (Hawthorn) is a 
fine example of excellent 
research, interesting 


choice of material, good 
writing and organization 
and an appealing group of 
recipes. Wynne has had the 
wit, when a recipe is 
adapted from an old 
cookbook, to give the 
original version and the 
modem adapation — a fea­ 
ture neglected by too many 
writers who delve into 
bygone foodways. The il­ 
lustrations in “Apples" are 
utterly delightful; the 45 
antique line drawings, 
lithographs, 
engravings 
and woodcuts should in­ 
terest any collector of 
cookbooks.

molds which tell tales, 
serve as campaign buttons 
and poke fun at the mighty. 
The oldest on display 
tells the familiar story of

r a t i o 'records lowest mark in four years 


WASHINGTON <AP> - 
A 
tra d itio n a l 
farm 
economic indicator called 
the "parity ratio” aver 
aped 73 per cent in 1975. the 
lowest mark in four years, 
according to prelim inary 
calculations by the Agri­ 
culture Department. 
The ratio averaged 81 
per cent in 1974 and 88 per 
cent in 1973 when prices of 
many key commodities, in­ 
cluding cattle, soared to 
record levels. It was 74 per 
cent in 1972 and 70 per cent 
in 1971. 
Based on price relation­ 
ships dating back to 1910- 


14. the parity ratio theo­ 
retically is supposed to re­ 
flect economic harmony 
for farmers when it aver­ 
ages 100 per cent. It has not 
done so for a full year since 
1952. and the 88 per cent of 
1973 was the most since 
1954 


Although many farm 
economists — private as 
well as government — say 
that the historic 1910-14 
p arity form ula is out­ 
moded and does not reflect 
ag ricultural 
well-being 
accurately, the indicator is 
fixed in the minds of many 


as an important barometer 
and is likely to remain so 
The ratio is particularly 
difficult to criticize in view 
of what has happened to 
farm income the past three 
years. In 1973. when the 
ratio was at a 19-year high, 
net farm income was a 
record of $29.5 billion. Th4 
ratio dropped to 81 per cent 
in 1974 and iarm income 


fell to $27 7 billion 
Last year's estimated 
net farm incom e, ac­ 
cording to USD A, was 
around $25 billion at a time 
when the parity ratio was 
73 per cent 
Thus, while the declines 
in net farm income and the 
parity ratio have not been 
strictly proportionate the 
trend has been clear and it 


helps defenders of the for­ 
mula argue that it is a 
valid indicator of farm 
prosperity, at least on a 
short-term basis. 
The p a rity ra tio is 
published each month by 
the USDA from complex 
methods which relate 
prices farmers receive for 
products with prices they 
pay for certain goods and 


services. Basically, the full 
parity price < 100 per cent! 
of a commodity would give 
farmers the same purchas­ 
ing power they had in 1910- 
14. a base period in which 
prices and costs were sup­ 
posed to be in balance 
On Dec 15. for example, 
the parity price of wheat 
(100 per cent > was $4 68 a 
b ushel. Bu t farm ers 


nationally received an 
average of $3.41 a bushel, 
meaning that they received 
73 per cent of parity. Over­ 
all. the Dec. 15 parity ratio 
for all farm products was 
74 per cent, just one point 
more than the average for 
all of last year. 
A full parity price for a 
com m odity does not 
guarantee that the farmer 


who produces it w ill make 
a profit any more than 
shooting >ar on a golf 
course insures that a 
player w ill win a tourna­ 
ment. But it is a reason­ 
able assumption that a 
farm er stands a better 
chance of making a profit 
if the price is 100 per cent 
of parity rather than 70 or 
75 per cent. 


Tokyo steak eaters 
beef about prices 


Mrs. Smith buys a pound 
of beef for dinner. If it is 
boneless sirloin and she 
lives in London, she paid 
$2 87 a pound But if she 
lives in New York, the 
price for approxim ately 
the same cut and quality 
would cost her $1 96 a 
pound. 
The difference between 
New York prices and 
London prices is both 
terrific and shocking But 
what about the difference 
between the price of steak 
in New York and steak in 
Tokyo9 It is the Japanese 
beef that is super-special 
and is called Kobi steak. It 
is dreamlike, tender, ex­ 
cellently flavored and only 
the rich can afford it It is 
$16 76 a pound No matter 
how super-special, is steak 
worth such a price9 


Let’s continue to com 
pare beef prices In Wash 
ington the average price is 
about $1.96 But in Copen­ 
hagen it is $4 71 a pound; in 
Brussels $3 84 a pound: in 
Stockholm M M a pound 
and in Bonn $4 23 a pound. 


Reading these prices w ill 
correct the impression so 
many of us have that meat 
prices are highest in New 
York, or anywhere in the 
U.S. as compared to other 
world centers Read them 
again just to be sure 
Now look at the higher 
prices for beef in such 
splendid cities as Rome 


and Paris. In Paris, the 
price of beef is $3 02 a 
pound and in Rome $3 50 a 
pound Prices in these cit­ 
ies almost make our price 
look like a food stamp 
item 
Retail food prices are re­ 
ported by United States 
agricultural attaches in 
important world capitals 
on the first Wednesday of 
everv other month. Prices 
are converted on the basis 
of actual exchange values 
on the date of the survey, 
and these conversions af­ 
fect comparisons between 
time periods 
Exact comparisons are 
not possible because the 
quality and availability of 
specific items vary among 
countries. 
Broilers and eggs are 
other food item s su r­ 
veyed 
For example, in 
W ashington. D C ., the 
price of broilers was 64 
cents a pound, while in To­ 
kyo the broilers were $1 07 
a pound and in Brussels 96 
cents a pound. 
In Washington. D C , the 
price of eggs was 81 cents a 
dozen, while in Tokyo eggs 
were 94 cents a dozen and 
in Brussels 99 cents a 
dozen 
High food prices do come 
as a shock to most Amer­ 
icans after manv years of 
lower prices But. money 
spent for food still re­ 
mains far less than that 
spent in other nations 


Australia's surplus 
beef is a problem 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Australia continues to have 
a buildup in cattle herds, 
meaning that the beef sur­ 
plus w ill be a problem in 
1976, at least, according to 
the 
A g ric u ltu re 
D e­ 
partment. 


Despite record slaughter 
last year. Australia s cat­ 
tle herd is expected to in­ 
crease by another one 
m illion head by March 31. 
the department s Foreign 
Agricultural Service said 
recently. 


“ With the current high 
female component in the 
herd, there is not likely to 
be any significant reduc 
lion in the total herd before 
1979.” the agency said 
Australia is the leading 
foreign supplier of beef to 
tbe 
U n ited 
S ta te s . 
However, shipments are 
restricted under a “ volun­ 
tary restraint” arrange­ 
ment with Australia and 
other countries to keep ex­ 
cessive beef from being 
dumped on the U .S. 
market. 


Use of cotton up 
in many countries 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
The use of cotton for tex­ 
tiles is picking up in a 
number of countries, in­ 
cluding the United Stales, 
and for 1975-76 may rise 
about 2 5 m illion bales 
from last season's low 
level, says the In ter­ 
national Cotton Advisory 
Committee 
That would put global 
cotton at around 61 million 
bales and would be only 
slightly short of the record 
consumption in 197374 of 


61.5 m illion, the com ­ 
mittee said Cotton use in 
the United Slates may total 
at least seven m illion 
bales, up from 5 9 million 
in 1974-75, and m ill con­ 
sumption also is expected 
to rise in Japan and other 
Far Eastern markets 


However, m ill activity in 
Western Europe is ex­ 
pected to show "only a

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376 elections held in four months under farm labor process 


FRESN O (AP) 
California s fledgling farm labor 
election process, despite demands for revisions, begins 
the new year with a record of more elections in four 
months than the National Labor Relations Board held in 
its first full year. 
A total of 376 elections were conducted on individual 
ranches during the four months, according to Associated 
press statistics. 
O fficials of the Agricultural Labor Relations Board, the 
agency that administers the historic act, like to point out 
that the N LRB conducted only 203 elections during its 
first year in the 1930s 
Agriculture was left out of the National Labor Relations 


Act. and the California law thus resulted in the first mas­ 
sive farm labor elections ever held in the nation. 
The California board is caught in the middle. Growers 
and the Teamsters union claim the board and staff favor 
the United Farm Workers, and UFW officials claim some 
decisions favored growers or the Teamsters. 
Growers have launched a drive for amendments this 
year to the act adopted by the California legislature last 
spring after a decade of farm union organization strife 
Supporters of the law note that, despite controversy 
over its implementation, violence was kept at a minimum 
during the election process which began in early 
September 


The O sar Chavez-led UFW and the Teamsters stayed 
pretty even during the first few weeks of balloting at key 
table grape and lettuce ranches, focal points of their 
rivalry for years. 
But the UFW steadily pulled ahead as its organizers 
persistently forced elections at ranches throughout the 
state. The Teamsters concentrated on retaining bargain­ 
ing rights at the numerous ranches where it already had 
contracts. 
By year s end. the UFW had won more than half the 
elections held, according to the AP tally. The UFW had 
185 victories covering 18.000 workers compared with the 
Teamsters' 110 victories covering 11,000 workers.

startling. Dr. Knox says, 
because Memphis is lo­ 
cated in an area with the

The researchers noted 
that the risk of death by 
fire increased 
propor­ 
tionately with the amount 
of alcohol in the blood­ 
stream , starting with a 
level of 0 05 percent (equi­ 
valent to two drinks con­ 
sumed by an average-sized 
adult) 
Overall, persons 
who had been drinking 
were four times as likely to 
die in a fire as those who 
had not. 


A sim ilar study con­ 
ducted by The Johns Hop­ 
kins 
University/Applied 
Physics L aboratory in 
M ary lan d 
found th a t 
alcohol was involved in 
more than half of smoking- 
related fire deaths. In all 
but a handful of such cases, 
the victim 's blood alcohol 
content was at least 0 1 
percent, the legal intoxi­ 
cation level in some states 
Dr. Frank Seixas, medi­ 
cal director of the Na­ 
tional Council on Alcohol­ 
ism, explains that drinking 
and smoking go together 
“like beer and pretzels.” 
The danger is that a per­ 


son who has had too much 
to drink will pass out with 
a lighted cigarette in his 
hand. For this reason, says 
D r. S e ix a s . p ro b le m 
drinkers are often found 
with cigarette bums on 
their arm s and chest. 
Safety experts agree that 
drinking is not only a fac­ 
tor in starting fires, but al­ 
so seriously affects a per­ 
son's ability to escape 
The study of fire fatali­ 
ties in Maryland noted that 
70 to 80 per cent of the vic­ 
tims appeared to have been 
aware of the danger and 
did attem pt to get out. 
Failure to escape was 


attributed in more than a 
third of all cases to the 
combined effect of alcohol 
and carbon monoxide in 
the blood 
Carbon monoxide is a 
poisonous by-product of 
com bustion which fre ­ 
quently causes persons to 
behave irrationally in the 
face of a fire. Alcohol, of 
course, can seriously im­ 
pair an individual s judg­ 
ment and physical res­ 
ponses in an emergency. 
Officials emphasize that 
those who drink are not 
necessarily the only vie* 
tims of fires involving al­ 
cohol 
R e se a rc h e rs in 


Memphis reported that 
small children often die 
needlessly in fires because 
their parents have been 
drinking and are unable to 
respond effectively. 
T V case was cited of a 
voung m other who had 
been drinking and watch­ 
ing television on the living- 
room sofa. She fell asleep 
while smoking, and her 
cigarette set fire to the 
couch 
Although she was 
awakened by a neighbor 
and managed to flee to 
safety, she left behind a 
seven-vear-old child who 
was burned to death in the 
fire.

ATHENS, Greece (A P) 
— Police said Tuesday 
they still had no clues that 
might lead them to the 
three masked assailants 
who shot and k ille d 
Richard S. Welch, the 
Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy’s station chief here. 
Police have interrogated 
almost 500 persons so far, 
including members of ex­ 
tremist organizations. A 
reward of $160,000 has been 
offered by the government 
for information leading to 
the arrest of W elch’s 
killers 
“ Despite putting our 
best men on the case and 
following every lead, we 
have been unable to come 
up with anything.”

on Dec 23 after returning 
from a Christmas party at 
U.S. Ambassador Jack 
Kubisch s residence. His 
wife Maria and Ms driver 
were unhurt in the assault 
by three masked persons 
who approached as he got 
out of the car in front of his 
suburban home and shot 
him. 
The 46-year-old Welch 
was buried Tuesday in a 
m ilitary cerem ony at 
Arlington National Ceme­ 
tery outside Washington. 
President Ford. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and CIA Director 
William Coiby attended a 
20-minute 
non- 
denominational service for 
Welch at the Memorial 
Chapel of Ft, Myer, adja­ 


cent to the cemetery 
Though listed officially 
as a special assistant at the 
embassy, a Greek new­ 
spaper had identified 
Welch as one of a number 
of CIA operatives here. A 
Washington quarterly 
called “ Counterspy” had 
also identified him as the 
CIA representative in Peru 
before he was assigned to 
Athens last May. 
Welch’s murder sparked 
wild speculation in the 
Greek press as to who did 
it and the motive As a 
result, the Athens district 
attorney ordered a news 
blackout on the case In the 
Greek press. The district 
attorney filed a suit Mon­ 
day alleging that four 
Athens newspapers had 


violated the ban. 
• If the papers are con­ 
victed in court, the 
penalties range from fines 
¡to imprisonment for edi­ 
tors and withdrawal of 
duty free newsprint for a 
certain period of time. 
The district attorney’s 
gag order (toes not apply to 
foreign newsmen. 
The papers charged by 
the district attorney have 
continued publishing news 
surrounding the Welch 
murder in an apparent ef­ 
fort to make it a test case. 
Meanwhile, results of an 
autopsy performed on 
Welch were released to 
U.S. Embassy officials. 
They included photo­ 
graphs of Welch, blood 
samples and the damage 


done to Welch’s body by 
the two bullets which slam­ 
med into his abdomen and 
chest at dose range. A 
third bullet missed him 
and lodged in the entrance 
of his house. 
Informed sources said 
the 12-page autopsy report 
had been carefully ex­ 
amined by CIA agents in 
Athens. 
W elch’s driver, ac­ 
cording to the police 
report, has so far been un­ 
able to provide authorities 
with details on what type 
of escape car the three 
k ille rs used. It was 
believed at first that a 
dark-colored Fiat was used 
as the getaway car. A na­ 
tionwide search failed to 
uncover anything.
